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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18, drawn to a system for capturing foreign material in blood 
vessel, classified in class 606, subclass 200. 

II. Claims 19-22, drawn to a method for refolding and retracting an embolic 
capturing device, classified in class 128, subclass 898. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product such as 
separating tissue along blood vessel and not limited to capturing foreign material in 
blood vessel. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.

5. During a telephone conversation with Gunther Hanke on 03/07/2006 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-18. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 19-22 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Double Patenting 

1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-18 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-24 of U.S. Patent No. 6,638,294. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the relatively broad subject matter claimed in the instant application 
such as a capturing device mounted on a distal end of an elongated wire, wherein the 
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capturing device having struts mounted on the inner and outer surfaces of the capturing 
device and furthermore, at least one of the struts having helical configuration, which 
would have been obvious in view of the relatively detailed subject matter of the patent

claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 12 and 16 recite the limitation "the elongate tubular member" in lines 1 
and 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
'forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hawkins, Jr. et al (U.S. 4,790,812) in view of Green (U.S. 6,485,501). 

Note in figures 1-7 of Hawkins, Jr. et al device, discloses an elongate wire (26) 
having a plurality of helical struts (28) attached to an inner surface of a capturing 
device (26) and furthermore, a catheter (10) disposed over the elongate wire (26) 
and capturing device (26). However, Hawkins, Jr. et al device does not disclose 
a plurality of helical struts attached to an outer surface of a capturing device (26). 
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Green teaches in figure 8, that it is know in the surgical art to have a plurality of 
helical struts (120) attached to an outer surface of a capturing device (20). 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide the Hawkins device with a plurality of helical struts 
attached to an outer surface of a capturing device (26) as taught by Green in 
order to retains the capturing device in a very low profile so that the initial 
crossing of the lesion via the guidwire is minimally traumatic. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Levinsonet al. (U.S. 6,277,138) and Brook etal. (U.S. 6,346,116) 
disclosed filter device capture embolic material in blood vessel.
